The above table clearly mdicates that the scheme in Maharashtra has covered a toml 
of 14 districts 19 blocks and 46 schools. Out of these, 7 districts. 12 blocks and 
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schools were selected for the present study. A total 1158 children with different 
disabilities are studying in different schools of Maharashtra, out of whom 767 are 
studying in 31 resource centres under study. 77 resource teachers are working in 
these schools, out of which 57 resource teachers have been interviewed at length. 
Apart from this, 21 general teachers and 666 parents were also interviewed to know 
the impact of integrated education on children with special needs.

As has been mentioned earlier that out of total number of 46 lEDC schools in 
Maharashtra, only 31 schools have been covered in the present study. It is clear from 
the above table that most of the schools (74%) where lEDC is in operation are 
located in urban area. Only 26% schools are situated in rural area. This scenario 
requires a little attention of authorities. More schools need to opt for lEDC scheme 
in rural areas. As a matter of fact, since we are talking about inclusive schooling 
these days, each and every school, whether located in rural or urban area should be 
ready to accept all children including children with special needs. We need to 
prepare our general education system to address the needs of all children.

In Maharashtra 26% schools are running classes from V-X. 13% schools each are 
having classes I-IV and I-VII. 6% schools each are running classes V-VII and V- 
Xn. Classes LKG-XH, I-XU, I-VIII, I-X and V-VIH are run by 3% schools each. 
And 19% schools are running classes from VIII-X. In all 25/31 schools are having 
primary section in the school.

Familiarity with the Concept of lEDC 


Total 78 teachers were interviewed for the present study out of whom 57 were 
resource teachers and 21 general teachers. All the 57 resource teachers (i.e 100% of 
them) are, of course, supposed to be well versed with the scheme of lEDC. Even 
71% of the general teachers also reported to be aware of the concept of lEDC. It 
indicates that Maharashtra state has created a lot of awareness about Integrated 
Education among general teachers. It may be seen in the following table;

Teachers working as resource teachers in Maharashtra are well qualified 
academically as well as professionally. As is evident from the above table that 65% 
of resource teachers are graduates and 30% are postgraduate and only 5% are 10+2. 
70% of them are B.Ed., 28% are having certificate of teaching (C.T.) and 2% are 
M.Ed Not only this, 100% of them are professionally qualified to teach children 
with special needs having one-year diploma either in Visual Handicap, or Speech & 
Hearing Impainnent or Multi-Category Teacher Training Programme 58% of them 
are having one-year diploma in speech & hearing (S&HI), 21% are trained to teach 
children with visual handicap (VH), 18% of them are having diploma in multi¬ 
category teacher training programme (MCTTP). Multi-category teacher training 
programme is one academic year teacher-training programme, which was 
institutionalized in RIEs, NCERT. This was the training programme, which was 
initiated by NCERT under project entitled ‘Integrated Education for Disabled 
Children, ’ (PIED), a UNICEF assisted project. 4% teachers are having diploma in 
mental retardation. They are trained to teach the children having cognitive problems. 
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The teachers also undertake in-service teacher training programmes from time to 
time.

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The above table shows that there are 767 children with different disabilities who are 
being taken care of by 57 resource teachers in Maharashtra. It indicates that there is 
around 13:1 pupil teacher ratio in different lEDC schools in Maharashtra. The 
maximum number of children one resource teacher teaches is 48 which is in Raja 
Raghunath Rao Vidhyalaya. Next to this number is 43, which is in P.E.S. Girls High 
School, while the minimum number of children one teaches is 8 which is as per the 
norms of lEDC Scheme. This is in New English School, Pimpri, R.N. Samani 
Vidhyalaya, Kolhapur and Raja Shivaji Vidhyalaya, Dadar, Mumbai.

Resource teachers working in resource centres in Maharashtra are all qualified 
teachers but they are not getting special pay as per Maharashtra State Government 
nonns, As per the provision of lEDC scheme, the teachers who are qualified to teach 
the children with special needs and working as resource teachers, are eligible to get 
special pay of Rs.200/- p.m. if they are posted in rural area and Rs.l50/- if posted in 
urban school. 


Location of Resource Centres 

There are total 31 resource centres covered in the study in Maharashtra. Out of these, 
25 (80.6%) are located in the schools having primary classes in it, which was the 
prime objective for the selection of a place for opening a resource centre. If the 
resource centres are established in schools with primary classes, it is easier for the 
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children with special needs to be identified in the initial years of their development. 
If it is so, their problems may be detected in the primary classes itself and their 
rectification may be taken up during the early years. And earlier the best. Only 6 
resource centres are located in schools running classes VIII to X. This may be viewed 
in the following table:

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Resource Centre Facility Availed of by Children 

It is a matter of great satisfaction that in Maharashtra all the lEDC schools have 
resource room facility available for children with special needs. All the 31 schools 
covered under the study have provision of resource room for children with special 
needs. Now, the question arises, whether children with special needs utilize the 
services of resource room or not? If yes, how often, 43 teachers (75%) reported that 
children with special needs avail this facility frequently i.e. children are attending 
resource room quite frequently. 8 teachers (14%) were of the opinion that they attend 
resource centre 4 times a month. As a matter of fact, how many times a child will 
attend resource centre facility will depend upon the type of disability the child has 
and the severity of disability one is suffering from. Children using resource room 
facility may be seen below.

The teachers were asked to give their suggestions for the improvement of resource 
rooms, 45% of the teachers were of the opinion that resource rooms should be well 
equipped with the modem equipments hke computers, microphones and overhead 
projector etc. The same percentage of teachers i.e. 45% expressed that support 
services for special need children may be provided to these children like the support 
of speech therapists, physicians and counselors The same percentage (45%) of 
teachers wanted to provide them physical facilities like seating arrangements of 
orthopaedically handicapped children, specially designed furniture for them and 
sound proof room for speech & hearing impaired children. Teachers also demanded 
more number of resource rooms with resource teachers for teaching special need 
children. Some of the teachers also suggested that more home visits be taken up by 
resource teachers and they should be paid some honorarium for the same.

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There are 767 children having different types of disabilities under study in 
Maharashtra. These children are going to 31 different lEDC schools, each lEDC 
school having one resource room. As is evident from the table no. 14 above that the 
total number of boys with special needs is more as compared to the total number of 
girls with special needs. It is 51% and 49% respectively. If we look at the children 
studying in different schools, we find that the highest percentage of boys (81%) are 
studying in M.E.S. School and only 19% girls are there. In Balikashram Primary 
School, 80% are boys as compared to 20% girls. Next to this is Padmashri Dr. V.A, 
Vikhe Vidyalaya, where 76% are boys and 24% are girls because parents of children 
with disabilities are not willing to send their girl children to school because of non¬ 
availability of hostel facilities 

There are only 5 schools having more number of girls with special needs than having 
boys with special needs. These are Keshavnagar Madhymik School having 85% 
girls and 15% boys. Keshav Nagar Upper Primary School having 60% boys and 
40% girls. The same percentage of boys and girls are in Rachna Vidhyalaya, Nasik. 
Tilak Upper Primary School having 57% of girls and 43% of boys and Shishuvihar 
Madhyamik Vidyamandir, Dadar having 55% girls and 45% boys. Among 31 
schools 5 are for girls exclusively and 4 for boys.

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There are 767 children who have been assessed by multi-disciplinary team in 
Maharashtra having different types of disabilities. Out of these the m axim um 
number of children are having speech & hearing impairment, the number being 482. 
Next to this is 252 children having visual handicap. 24 children are having 
orthopaedic and neuromuscular problems and 8 children are mentally challenged. 
Only 1 child is having learning disability. If we look at table no. 15 showing school- 
wise distribution of children, we find that the maximum number of children i.e. 48 is 
in Raja Raghunath Rao Vidyalaya, placed at s, no. 17. 

Next to this comes school P.E.S. Girls High School, placed at sl.no. 12 having 43 
children, 42 children are in K.J. Mehta High School, placed at si. No, 19. 39 
children each are in school Sadguru Vidya Mandir and S.M. Lohia High School, 
placed at sl.nos. 26 and 28 respectively. The minimum number of children is 8 
studying in New English School, R.N. Samani Vidyalaya, and Raja Shivaji 
Vidyalaya, placed at s. no.. 11,27, and 31 respectively.

If we look at Table No. 16 we find that children with different disabilities have been 
placed class-wise firom Class I-X. As has been indicated earlier that out of total 
number of 767 children the maximum number of children i.e. 482 are having speech 
& hearing impairment. Out of which the maximum number of children i.e. 91 are in 
class V and next to this is 88 children which is in class VIII. 252 children having 
visual handicap, out of which the maximum number of children are in class VIII and 
IX, the number is 48 each. We also find that here the number of girls are more than 
the number of boys i.e. 27 are girls and 21 are boys in class VUI and 35 girls and 13 
boys are in class IX. 106 children are studying in class EX, out of which 52 children 
are having speech & hearing impairment and 48 are visually handicap children. Here 
the number of girls are more than that of the girls. 27 girls are having speech & 
hearing impairment and 35 girls are having visual handicap,

As has been mentioned 
earlier that there are 767 total number of children who are having different types of 
disabilities. Out of which 395 are boys and 372 are girls. It is clear that more boys 
are having different types of disabilities than the number of girls. The table also 
shows that the maximum number of children with special needs studying in class- 
VIII then comes class-V where 137 children are there. In class IX and X the number 
of girls is more then compared to number of boys This may be seen in the following 
table.

academic skills since 1995. Out of these 1631 are boys 773 are girls. The maximum 
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number of children i.e. 845 have been trained in writing skills, 784 have been trained 
in arithmetic skills and 775 in reading skills,. The maximum number of children i.e. 
691have been trained during the year 1998-99, out of which 467 are boys and 224 are 
girls. 

Instructional Materials Procured/Developed for Children 
with special needs 

The teachers who are trained to teach the children with special needs have also been 
trained to develop lot of innovative teaching-learning material for the children so that 
learning can take place in a better way. As is evident from the earlier Table No. 15 
that there are lot many children having speech & hearing impairment and visual 
handicap, they have developed material for these two types of disabilities. As there 
are only 8 children who are having mental retardation and only 1 child who is having 
learning disability, no material has been developed for them. Though 24 children are 
there having orthopaedic handicap, since they do not require any additional teaching 
learning material, therefore no additional teaching-learning material has been 
developed for them The same teaching learning material is being used for them. As 
has been discussed earlier that there are 482 children having speech & hearing 
impairment a lot of teaching learning material like maps, charts, pictures, sting 
puppets and innovative teaching aids have been developed for these children. A 
number of different kinds of pictures, speech trainers, different types of hearing aids, 
charts and overhead projector have been procured for these children. Similarly, 
for252 children having visual handicap, a lot of embossed charts of different 
geometrical shapes, embossed maps, embossed earth globe, models, flowers have 
been developed. A number of cassettes of English, Science, Maths and of some 
important functions have also been developed by trained teachers. A number of 
Braille pictures, Braille kit, Brailler, charts, embossed maps, flash cards, tape- 
recorder, audio cassettes, models, writing slates, arithmetic slates, artificial flowers, 
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cricket ball and bat have been procured from the market to give them similar learning 
experiences. This can be viewed in the following tables no. 21 & 22.

On asking whether the instructional materials developed for children with special 
needs is useful for non-disabled children, 100% of the general teachers and 84% 
resource teachers were of the opinion that the material developed for children with 
special needs is found useful even for non-disabled children. This may be seen in 
table no. 23. 

16% of the resource teachers were of the opinion that this particular material is not 
useful for the non-disabled children. They might have said so perhaps with the idea 
that the teaching-learning materials developed specifically for speech & hearing 
impaired children or for visually handicap children may not be of use for the non¬ 
disabled children. For example, the material developed in Braille, like Braille books 
or Braille kit etc. are not useful for non-disabled children. Similarly, speech trainer 
used for speech & hearing impaired children is not useful for non-disabled children 
unless they have some problem in speech.

Suggestions for the Successful Implementation of lEDC 
Scheme 


A number of suggestions have emerged after interviewing the teachers fi-om 
Maharashtra state for the successful implementation of lEDC scheme. These can be 
grouped as follows; 

• Creating awareness or organizing orientation programmes for teachers and 
others for developing positive attitude for special needs children 

The teachers were of the opinion that the scheme is good and very useful for children 
with special needs but the general public, parents and administrative officers do not 
know about it. They are not aware about what all provisions are there under the 
scheme. Therefore, the teachers suggested that all general teachers, member of local 
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bodies should be given awareness about integrated education. It is also suggested 
that refreshment course for special teachers, an awareness programme syllabus for 
normal teachers and community awareness programmes set up guidance should be 
given by MHRD & NCERT. The same percentage (40%) of teachers stressed that 
regular orientation or refresher courses should be conducted for resource teachers so 
that they can take care of special needs children in an innovative manner. They were 
also of the opinion that regular camps, seminars for resource teachers, general 
teachers, parents and general public should be organized by lED cell for developing 
positive attitude for special need childien. The teachers suggested tiiat media should 
be used for creating awareness about the lEDC. The same percentage of teachers 
suggested that some inputs on SEN should be an essential component of all in- 
service as well as pre-service teacher training programmes organized by DIETs & 
SCERT planned. 
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® lEDC should begin from pre-primary stage 

29% of the teachers observe that if we want to implement the scheme successfully 
we should begin the scheme from pre-primary stage of education. They also feel that 
there should be close coordination between special schools and EEDC schools. As a 
matter of fact, they are complementary to each other, children who are severe and 
profound they can be prepared in the special schools and also these special schools 
can work as preparatory centres for the development of skills in children with special 
needs.- It is also suggested that ICDS functionaries may be trained to identify 
children with disabilities and send them for referrals. They should work in close 
collaboration with lEDC cell in the State. 

• Area where lEDC should be implemented 

The teachers suggested that the scheme should be implemented in rural as well as 
urban areas equally. In order to achieve the target of Education For All lEDC has to 
be implemented in rural as well as in urban area. 


• Resource teachers and resource rooms 

29% of teachers suggested that job chart for resource teachers should be stated 
clearly. They also feel that their duties should be specified so that they can help the 
special needs children methodically Why they have suggested so was perhaps due to 
the fact that the resource teachers placed in general schools are taking general classes 
also, with the result they are not able to do justice with the special needs children. 
Their attention is diverted and they are not able to devote full time and attention to 
the special needs children. The teachers were of the opinion that there should be 
more number of resource rooms with the framed resource teachers placed over there. 
The resource teachers expressed that their allowances should be increased so that 
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they can work with more enthusiasm and commitment. The teachers feel that 
specific grants should be there to purchase computer and modem technology. They 
also suggested for special labs for children with special needs so that they can opt for 
science stream, They were of the opinion that meetings of resource teachers should 
be conducted in different areas to share their experiences for the improvement of 
education of children with special needs. Some teachers suggested that some 
allowances should be there for repair and maintenance of equipments for resource 
rooms. 

It is also further suggested that job chart of every person which are working in lED 
cell must be identified & distributed at the field level. 

• Special funds for study tours 

Some of the teachers suggested that special allowances to be provided for study tours 
for special needs children. They suggested so because special needs children learn 
better through multi-sensory approach. If they are taken to study tours atleast once a 
year they are able to learn better, Therefore, the teachers have requested for special 
funds so that they can take these children for study tours to different places. It is 
further suggested that study tours should be arranged for interstate visit to have the 
first hand experience of implementation of lEDC in their work place 


• Special sports for children with special needs under lEDC scheme 

Some of the teachers were of the opinion that special sports for children with special 
needs should be organized to encourage them participate in social activities. This can 
be viewed fi-om the following Table No. 35.

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Some of the Suggestions emerged after having a discussion with lEDC, coordinator 
and special educators SCERT, PUNE during the expert group meeting held on 26-27 
Nov, 2002.

of the scheme It is suggested that the approval of the special teacher should also 
be under State Directorate of Primary Education, Pune. 

2. State Govt, applying 3% reservation for appointment of disabled person in every 
job. But there is no provision of reservation for appointment of special teacher 
under the management of Local bodies schools. It is suggested that there should 
be 3% reservation for the appointment of special teachers in the Schools run by 
local body as weU. 

3. The pupil teacher ratio under lEDC is 8'las per the scheme. But sometimes 
availabihty of disabled children to the tune of 8 at Primary and Secondary level 
separately is difficult. So the provision must be made of mix units if the special 
teacher is enough qualified 

4. The percentage of disabihty certificate issued by only Civil Surgeon of the district 
civT hospitals is allowed in the scheme. But it is difficult for the schools in rural 
& interior area to receive Disability Certificate from civil Surgeon and to 
establish new unit. It is therefore suggested that, the certificate given by the 
Block Health Officer and Incharge Doctor of rural hospitals should also be 
allowed to provide service to children disability. 

5. The sufficient electronic equipment just like TV, VCR, VCP, CD and VCD should 
be avaOable in the lEDC Cell at the state level for organizing the awareness 
programmes. 

6. Separate lEDC Section or Branch must be estabhshed in every DIET, DRC and 
BRC and the provision of appointment of special educators m them for expansion 
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of Inclusive education programme under Director Of Primary Education, 
Maliarashtra State, Pune. 

7. The man power of the lEDC Cell is to be strengthened. Requirement of field Co- 
Ordinators is felt for the implementation of the scheme successfully. 

8. The vehicle provided by UNICEF under PIED is not in good condition now and 
that too is not transferred form SCERT Pune to lEDC Cell with the shifting of 
the scheme. So some vehicle should be provided to the lEDC Cell Directorate of 
Primary Education, Pune for implementation of lEDC in a better manner. 

9 The minimum training must be given to every person of the lEDC Cell as well as 
the field level officers and one person fi-om every DIET So that the scheme may 
be implemented successfully in the State.
